Woodward's announcement 
most startling perhaps ever 
made to a finance committee, and mer 
bers of council whe were in Geepair 
and about to give up hope of getting 
new projects through for thelr ward 
constituents began to plan anew. 

Last January when tne finance com- 
mittee began work on the oe 
sheet it had a surplus of $20,000 after 
putting aside the operating 
of the various departments, TO- 
viding for fixed expenses for charter 
fund; sinking fund and interest and 
other charges. When the apportion- 
ment sheet was finally made up it was 
found that the committee only had the 
meager $20,000 to carry out new proj- 
ects, and, after considerable parleying, 
Mayor Woodward allowed the commit- 
tee to anticipate $137,000 from the un- 
earned funds of the city. Thus, the 
total fund for new projects and in- 
creased demands of departments was 
brought to a total of $157,000. 

May Anticipate Revenue. 

Without anticipating a cent of un- 
earned revenue, Atlanta will have on 
hand, represented by hard-earned . cash, 
exactly $388,805.20 to spend, and it is ap- 
parent thatif the committee spends the 
money so that every dollar put out will 
bring a dollar or a fair return back 
into the treasury, Mayor Woodward is 
likely to allow the committee to an- 
ticipate some unearned money to -dring 
the grand total of money available for 
new streets, schools, waterworks, parks, 
warehouse and

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BI EASE DISBANDS 
ALL STATE MILIT 


About 2,000 Men Are In- 
volved — Blease’s Action 
Result of Long Controver- 
sy With War Department. 


January 11.—Gov- 
disbanded the 
South Caroli organized militia. 
Thirty-one anies, comprising ap- 
proximately 2,000 officers and men, are 
affected. Lack of agreement between 
the governor and militia and war de- 
partment officials on the organization 
and equipment of the troops was given 
as the reason for the action. 

The action of the governor-follows 
a controversy of more than a year’s 
standing, with the chief executive, the 
adjutant general and the secretary of 
war involved. 

Militia officers tonight began a 
movement to prevent complete disor- 
ganization. Telegrams were sent to 
south Carolina members of congress 
at Washington asking that they use 
their influence to have the war de- 
partment delay asking the return of 
$200,000 worth of supplies loaned the 
troops. 

If the terms of the proclamation of 
the governor are carried out, all this 
property will have to be returned to 
the national war office. 

W. W. Moore, adjutant general, said 
today that he would leave for Wash- 
ington tomorrow afternoon to confer 
with the chief of the division of milj{- 
tia affairs.

In his order disbanding the troops, 
the governor said it would be “unfair 
and unjust on his. part to turn over 
to his successor in office the militia 
of South Carolina in its prsent cond!- 
tion.”’ 

Adjutant General Moore expects to 
leave for Washington tomorrow to 
confer with war department officials 
on the situation. 

Thirty-one companies, made 
approximately 2,000 officers 
are affected by the order. 

War Department Not Concerned. 

Washington, January 11.—~War de- 
partment officials were not much con- 
cerned today by news that Governor 
Blease had disbanded the South Caro- 
lina militia. They believed the incom- 
ing governor speedily would order its 
reorganization to avoid as far as pos- 
sible any loss of money allotted by the 
national government for the militia’s 
support. 

Under the law, to obtain any govern- 
ment funds for the militia’s support, 
South Carolina must present for in- 
spection at least 900 armed and unl- 
formed and drilled state soldiers. This 
on the basis of at least 100 militia. 
men for each representative of the 
state in congress, including the sena- 
tors. Because of South Carolina’s a}l- 
leged deficiency in the matter of equip- 
ment, failure to measure up to the 
regular army standard and failure to 
account satisfactorily for government 
supplies, the war department nearly a 
ago withdrew federal financial 
support from the state’s militia. After 
spicy correspondence between 
the secretary of war and the gov: rnor, 
a regular army inspection officer vis. 
ited South Carolina and made arrange- 
ments under which the war depart- 
ment again began supplying a limitea 
amount of funds.
